Retrial of LaDonna Tucker 


postponed until March 21 


The retrial of LaDonna Lynn 
Tucker, a former Coffee County 
resident accused of murder in the 
death of her husband in 1981, had 
her retrial postponed last week in 
Troy and a new date of March 21 set 
for the second hearing of the case. 

Mrs. Tucker was charged with 
murder for hire less than one month 
after the charred remains of her 
husband, Sgt. Jimmy Eugene 
Tucker, were discovered in a burning 
truck on a rural county road near 
Kinston on Jan. 24, 1981. A later 
autopsy revealed that the victim had 
died of a gunshot wound to the chest 
and in 1982 Mrs. Tucker was found 
guilty and sentenced to life in prison 
for her involvement in the murder. 


The Alabama Supreme Court 
reversed the decision of the jury in 
1984 due to a reported technicality 
and ordered a new trial, which ended 
ina mistrial in 1986 when a six-man, 
six-woman jury ended deliberation iny 
a hopeless deadlock. 


During the original trials, the 
prosecution contended that Mrs. 
Tucker conspired with Douglas Ard, 
her live-in lover, and Ard’s brother, 
Donnie, to murder the estranged 
husband. 

Donnie Ard was convicted of 
capital murder in connection with the 
case, and is serving a life sentence, 
and his brother Douglas Ard pleaded 
guilty to murder charges and is also 
presently serving a life sentence in 
prifon, 

Tucker's attorney in the second 
trial claimed the accused woman's 
hjisband was an alcoholic who had a 
lyabit of wrestling with their two 
Yeenage daughters on the bed and 
Stated that Mrs. Tucker's mind 
ssnapped because she claimed her 
husband had raped -the older 
daughter. 

Tucker was reportedly hospital- 
ized for two months in a private 
mental facility following the incident 
and later tried to salvage the 
marriage.

The State Dept. of Education has, 
announced the schedule for public 
hearings relative to the State Plan for 
Vocational and Technical Education, 

The hearings are set for Feb. 8 at 
3:30 p.m. at Lanier High School in 
Montgomery, and Feb, 9 at 3 p.m. at 
the Rogers Area Vocational Center in 
Gardendale. 

Under the Carl Perkins Voca- 
tional, Education Act of 1984, Public 
Law 98-524, state boards of 
education are required to submit 
state plans in order toreceive federal 
funds’ for implementing specific 
vocational education programs. The 
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two-year state plan will provide 
direction for the distribution of 
federal vocational funds that will be 
allocated to Alabama, and also will 
provide guidelines for the operation 
of federallly funded vocational and 
technical programs in secondary 
schools as well as in two-year 
post-secondary institutions. 


“We invite all segments of the 
public and interested organizations 
and groups to present their views 
and make recommendations regard- 
ing this plan,’’ said State Supt. of 
Education Wayne Teague.

CRP Initiatives Explained 


Secretary of Agriculture Richard 
E. Lyng has announced details on 
Conservation Reserve Program 
(CRP) initiatives which provide 
incentives for greater tree plantings 
and for the improvement of the 
nation’s water quality. 

Filter strips, cropland acres 66-99 
feet wide with a permanent cover, 
next to streams, lakes and estuaries 
will be eligible for the CRP even if 
the soil erosion criteria are not met 
on cropland, This change will permit 
farmers to use CRP enrollment as a 
cost-effective option to controlling 
their non-point source pollution 
emptying into valuable water 
resources. 

Producers may submit offers 
during the Feb, 1 - 19 sign-up period 
for cither the 1988 or 1989 crop year. 

Lyng said areas designated as 
filterstrips must be adjacent and 
parallel to streams having perennial 
flow, seasonal streams (except 
gullies and sod waterways), or other 
water bodies of a permanent nature 
(including wetlands) with water 
areas of not less than five surface 
acres and capable of substantially 
reducing damage by sedimentation 
and associated pollutants. 

Lyng also encourages greater 
Participation by state and private 
Organizations in working with the 


U.S. Dept. of Agriculture and 
farmers to expand the CRP more 
rapidly by providing additional 
“piggyback’’ opportunities. Non- 
federal entities are encouraged to 
provide additional incentives to 
bring specific acres into the reserve. 
He said this can be accomplished by 
either sharing more of the cost of 
establishing cover or by offering 
“bonus’’ type incentives for CRP 
participation.

People all over the Southland 
who've religiously taken hyper- 
tension medication are faced with a 
brand new problem when January 
rounds the bend. Suddenly bereft of 
nearby Bowls and deer hunting, men 
and women alike sink into depress- 
ion. They can barely register enough 
blood pressure for walking around. 

As a typical southern gal, I’m no 
exception. For years now my 
doctor’s made me take at least three 
Dyazide tablets daily, August 
through Decenfber. It takes it, too, 
just keeping my pressure down to 
about 150 over 110.

Or my 
husband rushing home from the 
woods, tracking mud and blood 
about the time my Ladies Aid is 
reciting the Collect, 

But after Christmas---now that’s 
a different story. Doctors all over 
Dixie start pulling out their hair; in 
Spite of ail they can do most readings 
won’t top 60 over 40. It’s the usual, 
strange malady that sweeps the 
Southland, leaving the Disease Con- 
trol Center in Atlanta completely 
baffled. It always results in a loss of 
appetite (especially for high sodium 
foods like chips, pretzels, etc, that 
you eat in front of TV--and potted 

meat, crackers and viennas that you 
eat in the woods). And it causes 
listlessness, depression, and an 
alarming drop in blood pressure. Its 
victims grow weary of life. 

You see, the first months of the 
year knocks the props out from under 
us more than it does our friends up 
north. We don’t get the opportunity 
they do to elevate our spirits (and our 
blood pressures) by shoveling deep 
drifts of snow each day. Nor by 
anxiously skating on icy ponds, 
uncertain of their ability to withstand 
our extra holiday weight. Neither can 
‘we run our systolics. up nightly, 
screaming over the failure of grown 
men to hit those rubber rocks (pucks) 
into the nets.

good physicians’ last shred of hope 
seemed gone---EUREKA!

We Southerners 
started getting publishers’ sweep- 
Stakes in the mail! 

Now I’m aware that a tew 
folks up north receive these rare 
lifetime opportunities as well...but it 
just isn’t the same for them. The 
testimonials are there for all the 
world to see--southern people win 
these fortunes ten times more often 
than others around the good ole 
USA. 

It might be traceable to the fact 
the folks up north are preoccupied 
with blizzards and can’t get out to 
check the mail until the first dead- 
lines are past. Or maybe they’re 
busy salting down their drives and 
forget to send the ‘little boogers’ 
back, 

But I’m here to tell you how their 
arrival has affected me--and the 
general population of the South, as 
well, I could just feel my pressure 
take a sudden upward swing when I 
saw Ned’s smiling face within my 
box. To-+tell the truth, I felt it start to 
surge the night he looked straight at 
me from the tube and said, ‘You, 
yes You, are gonna win the most 
cash in history!”’ 

And, By Jingoes, there it was-- 
the way he’d said it’d be--showing 
all the prizes that I’d get: The Big 
Ten Million, the Cadillac Coupe De 
Ville, The March Family Fitness 
Center (I wouldn’t need that any- 
mort;..I could tell my blood was 
racing now.,..up above the normal 
limits, WOW!!!) 

But wait...there was more. A

WHAT IS THE ‘ONE BAPTISM”’ 
OF EPHESIANS 4:5? 


There is widespread debate today about the nature, purpose, and 
value of baptism. Some thirty years after the beginning of the church, 
the apostle Paul wrote to the Ephesian Christians, ‘There is one body, 
and one Spirit, even as ye are called in one hope of your calling; one 
Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and Father of all’’ (Eph, 4:4-6). 
Although there is agreement that there is one Lord, one Spirit, and one 
Father, there is disagreement that there is only one baptism. But as 
Paul clearly stated, there is only one baptism in effect today. 

The New Testament mentions four baptisms: the baptism of John, 
_and the water baptism of the great 
It is not possible that the baptism of 
John could be the one baptism, because John’s baptism pointed ahead 
to the death of Christ, and was no longer to be administered after the 
establishment of the church, Acts 19 tells of twelve men who had been 
baptized with John’s baptism, but who had to be baptized again in the 
name of Jesus, This was necessary because the 
with John’s baptism when it was no longer in effect. 

The one baptism cannot be the baptism of fire, because it is to be 
administered by the Lord at the end of time, and will be a cleansing fire 
(Matt. 3:11-12). The baptism of fire is a description of sinners being 
committed to torment for their disgbedience. 

The one baptism for today cannot be Holy Spirit baptism either, 
’ because this promised baptism was temporary. J an 

Spirit baptism (Matt. 3:11), was fulfilled on the day of Pentecost, as 
the apostles were baptized with the Holy Spirit. 
instance of Holy Spirit baptism was in the household of Cornel us, the 
first Gentile to become a Christian (Acts 10), 

The one baptism of the Christian age is the baptism of the great 
commission, which is immersion in water. In Matt. 28;18-20, Jesus told 
his followers to ‘‘teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.’’ And Jesus promised 
to be with his followers ‘talway, even unto the end of the world,”’ or 
until the end of the age. Jesus commanded his followers to baptize. 

, But men cannot administer Holy Spirit baptism, or fire baptism. The 
only baptism that men are authorized to administer, or capable of 


administered by men are of water baptism, such as the Ethiopian 
nobleman, who asked Philip, ‘‘See, here is water; what doth hinder me 
to be bantized?’’ (Acts 8:36). The one baptism is immersion in water,

Red Devils Food Cake Brings 
Nostalgia Back Into Cooking

might be a thick slice of homemade 
Red Devil’s Food Cake, a recipe once 
in the repertoire of nearly every 
homemaker.

2 cups all-purpose flour 

1/2 cup baking cocoa 

1% teaspoons baking soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/2 cup shortening or butter 

1% cups sugar 

4 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 cup + 2 tablespoons cold water 


Line bottom of 2 (8 x 14-inch) 
round cake pans with waxed paper. 
Set aside. In medium bowl, stir 
together flour, cocoa, baking soda 
and salt. Set aside.

The excitement of falling snow, 


freezing rain and an unexpected 


holiday from school turned suddenly 
into shock and deep sadness last 
week as a popular young student at 
Elba High School was killed in a 
traffic accident involving a car and a 
tractor-trailer rig. 

Killed instantly in the accident, 
which occurred at approximately 
12:18 p.m. on Friday, Feb. 5, was 
Brooke Renee Daugherty, age 14, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs, Donnie 
Daugherty of Elba. Chuck 
Daugherty, 17, brother of the victim 
and driver of the car involved in the 
accident, received serious injuries 
and is hospitalized in a Dothan 
hospital with internal injuries. 

Freezing rain and snow began to 
fall during the morning of Friday, 
Feb. 5, and officials made the 
decision to close the schools at 12:00 
(noon). According to an eye witness 
at the scene of the accident and 
police reports, Daugherty was 
returning home from school and 
crossing the Beaver Dam Creek 


Herbicide spraying to save money

City Clerk D.M. English told the 
board he had no idea why the 
department had experienced such a 
drastic turnaround in financial con- 
dition and following a lengthy dis- 
cussion the board instructed the 
clerk to verify the figures presented 
at the meeting and relay the board’s 
concern to the water superintendent 


in an effort to find out what caused ~ 


the large operating loss. 

All members were present at the 
monthly meeting, including chair- 
man Oscar Vaughan, Waylon 
Sharpless, Jack Prescott, Gladys 
Yelverton and Mickey Murdock, and 
after the routine approval of minutes 
the members reviewed the bills 
presented for payment. The bills 
totaled $21,768.83, an amount that

Elba school board discusses nutrition 


The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday evening, but barely. Only 
three members were present of the 
five appointed. However, the three 
gave the board a quorum and the 
meeting proceeded. 

Superintendent C.W. Crews 
presented a strong financial state- 
ment for the month, noting this was 
the time of year when the property 
taxes flow in and funds are built up 
to operate through the lean months 
of the year when very little income is 
received from the tax, 

Ronald Morrow was present on 
behalf of the Elba Jaycees, request- 
ing the use of the school campus for 
acircus on April 14, The matter was 
discussed, insurance requirements 
spelled out, etc., and safety of 
students in school assured, The 
board members agreed to give an 
answer in one week, 

The child nutrition program was 
again a subject of discussion. Crews 


noted that an audit had been 
completed and some recommenda- 


tions made that were already being 
putinto place. Lunchroom managers 
will be giving more variety on 
vegetables with the addition of 
salads, etc, 

Roland Powell, who oversees the 
lunchrooms, noted that no major 
recommendations for changing the 
menus were made, He said that 
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state officials did note that it was 
counterproductive to add nutritional 
foods to the menu if it was 
something the children wouldn't eat 
and only dumped into the garbage. 

Questions by Mrs. Carol Laney 
and Mrs. Lucia Grantham concern- 
ing the feeding program were 
answered by either Crews or Powell. 

A request for a candy sales 
campaign by the local SADD chapter 
was tabled until more information 
was available to the superintendent. 


The present policy of paying 
teachers on the last working day of 
the month creates problems in 
December, according to Crews. He 
explained that school was usually out 
for the holidays about the 18th and 
the checks from the state didn’t 
arrive until later. He said only in 
December was this a problem and 
informed the board he would be 
coming forward with a recommenda- 
tion for changing the wording of the 
board policy. 


Council holds short meeting 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday without Mayor Bob English 
who was fighting a virus and was 
home in bed, He returned to work 
Tuesday. 

Very little business was on the 
agenda, with paying the bills being 
the only action taken by the council. 

Police Chief John White reported 
to the council that his department 
had been busy, but with only one 
‘serious accident. ‘‘It is sad when 
one of our young people dies in an 
accident, and this did happen 
Friday,’” White said. He noted that 
the accident happened on an icy 
bridge and claimed -the life of a 
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14-year-old girl. 

City Clerk Dud English read to 
the council portions of an existing set 
of regulations for trailer courts. No 
‘action was taken on this; however, 
council members brought up several 
additional questions concerning the 
regulations that no one was able to 
answer. The matter was tabled. 

Bills totaling $16,521.21 were 
approved for payment. The clerk 
noted that seven bills made up the 
majority of the total. They included 
equipment repairs, chemicals, 
telephone service and an annual 
payment for pest control in offices. 
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bridge located on Highway 84 West 
in Elba. 

The Camarodriven by Daugherty 
was in the lane nearest the guardrail 
and as the car traveled across the 
four-lane bridge it apparently lost 
traction due to the icy conditions, 
and began to swerve out of control. 

As the vehicle slid toward the end 
of the bridge it crossed the center 
line and into the path of oncoming 
traffic, The vehicle reportedly slid off 
the bridge and was struck by a 
Roadway tractor-trailer truck coming 
into Elba down the small incline 
leading to the bridge. The collision 
pushed both vehicles back onto the 
bridge and the Camaro was hit on 
the passenger side by the truck, 
crushing the side of the car and 
resulting in the fatal injuries to 
Brooke Daugherty, the only 
passenger in the car besides her 
brother, 

Elba police responded quickly to 
the accident, as did the Elba Rescue 
Squad, and through the combined 
efforts of volunteers at the scene the 
victim was removed from the vehicle 
and transported to the Elba General 
Hospital as rescue workers con- 
tinuously attempted to revive the 
young girl with CPR. 

The victim was pronounced dead 
on arrival by an attending physician, 


-who later stated the girl was 


apparently killed instantly by the 
crash, 

The driver of the car was trapped 
in the wreckage and remained at the 
accident until rescue workers could 
free the young man using the ‘‘Jaws 
of Life.’’ Daugherty was taken to 
Elba General Hospital and later

transferred toa Dothan hospital with 
serious internal injuries. 

The driver of the tractor-trailer 
was identified as John Douglas 
Bush of Dothan, and received only 


minor lacerations in the accident. 


Brooke Daugherty was an eighth- 
grade student at Elba High School 
and was enrolled in the advanced 
curriculum,. She was an active 
member of the Elba High School 
Band for three years and played first 
clarinet with the concert band, 

An honor student, Daugherty had 
placed two consecutive years in the 
American Junior High School math 
examination. She was also an active 
member of the Junior Beta Club and 
Chi Alpha Mu _ mathematics 
fraternity.
